FOOTBALL  1963

After  a  disappointing  opening  game  against  Fitchburg,  Newton 
South  bounced  back  to  run  up  an  impressive  6-3  season.  It  was  the 
team's  second  good  year  under  Coach  George  Winkler. 

The  most  exciting  game  of  the  year  was  the  32-28  win  over 
Wellesley.  By  shattering  the  NSHS  scoring  record  with  a  twenty-four 
point  second  quarter,  the  Lions  led  32-16  at  halftime.  Newton  South 
fought  hard  during  the  second  half,  and  Dick  Bloom  ended  the 
Wellesley  threat  with  a  sensational  interception  in  the  game's  final 
minute.  In  both  the  Fitchburg  and  Rindge  Tech  games,  time  ran  out 
for  the  Lions  as  they  fought  to  score  the  winning  points  from  inside 
the  one-yard  line. 

Captain  Mark  Young  and  quarterback  Ted  Clarke  provided  much 
of  the  team's  scoring  might.  Clarke,  a  junior,  established  himself  as 
one  of  the  state's  foremost  passers.  He  combined  with  all-scholastic 
end  Young  for  touchdowns  in  all  but  one  game. 

Chuck  Spear  was  the  team's  top  rusher.  Against  Framingham 
North,  he  ran  for  three  touchdowns  and  a  total  of  one  hundred  eighty- 
four  yards  in  the  game.  First-string  fullback  Dick  Brodney  was  a  key 
figure  in  Newton  South's  success;  against  Wellesley  and  other  strong 
teams,  he  went  crashing  through  opposing  lines  for  important  short 
yardage.  Other  running  backs  on  whom  the  lions  frequently  depended 
were  senior  Dick  Bloom,  junior  Dick  D'Eugenio,  and  sophomore 
John  Passerini. 

Dick  "Horse"  Horowitz,  as  tackle,  was  the  mainstay  of  South's 
strong  line.  Ex-back  Bob  Steinsieck  became  a  fine  center  and  combin- 
ed his  talents  with  those  of  the  other  linemen,  Dick  Kessler,  Carl 
Glickman,  Jim  Hennessey,  Tom  Arbuckle,  Peter  Bassett,  Joe  Fiore, 
Mark  Cohen,  Joe  Durocher,  and  next  year's  captain,  Tom  Lopez.

Greg  Steinsieck  and 
Paul  Epi,  both  juniors,  and  Sophomore  Chip  Fisher,  were 
used  often. 

Defense,  Southfs  strong  point,  was  led  by  Peter  Magner. 
Senior  "Wild  Bill"  Kreger,  although  not  scoring  (two  assists) 
added  a  little  muscle  when  it  was  needed  and  knew  how  to 
break  up  an  opponent's  play. 

South's  goalie,  "Jake  the  Snake"  McGuiness,  was  an  im- 
portant factor  in  the  team's  success.
